Finally, the seminar will feature a lively audience participation
presentation where the attendees will debate hot topics within the
workers’ compensation realm, with an Administrative Law Judge
making the ruling! Popular topics to be discussed and debated
include Defenses to Workers” Compensation Claims, Posted Panel
issues, Medical Concerns, Return-to-Work problems and more.
